ammonia is tised for the cold storage 
plant. 

The nejt place v'?lleif was the 
brewery. Here t!ie :avv ma!', is sm; 
to the top floor upon arriving at ih- 
brewerj-. It l« then mixed with wairt 
which dissolves out some of Ihe 
scoubles. The ni xture Is then heat- 
ed to a temperature at which some 
of the starch Is converted into fei - 
mentable sugars. i'The remainder of 
the starch being left to give a flavor 
and body to the beur. The extract U 
now filtered off from the soi'd mall, 
the res du'.' J<»lnc converted into 
calile-f<e(l. lloii.s ;,ie now added to 
tiic in^Ut cMraol and this Is boilvii 
to sterilize It and to kill all toreign 
growths. It is then cooled to the pro- 
per temperature, yeast Is added and 
it is allo'.^ed to ferim nt.

The party visited tho room where 
the carbon dioxide is later put into the 
beer to make it foum. The rest of It is 
sold to Klnprr :i1p manufacturers to 
carbonate their ilrliiku with it. In the 
fermentation room, the malt extract, 
inlxed with the yeast is allowed to 
fcrihcnl for seven days and nights. 
The brer Is then sent to the ageing 
tanks where it Is allowed to age for 
four months. There arc a great num- 
ber of these tanks and they are only 
emptied at fixed intervals. The 
tanks were then inspected. Xh?y are 
made of specially imported wuod and 
aro built very atrong In order to re- 
sist tho heavy pressure. Each ot thc^e 
taitk« contains about one rundred 
tons of beer. It is then drawn off 
filtered and put into cooling and set- 
tling tanks, where l^ie fermentotlon 
la stopped and the rest of the Im- 
purities aro precipitated out. It la 
again filtered and gasified, so as to 
cause It to foam up when poured. 
Tho beer ii\ then roady to bo put Into 
bottles OP kegs. 

Then came the barrel filling room 
The barrels are filled by a special in 
gcnious apparatus, wh'ch prevents the 
beer from frothing when being put 
Into the barrels.
